There are thousands of railroad 
stockholders, officials and employes 
in North Carolina, and they are as 
respec'able a class as any other in 
our community. Mr. Turner abuses 
the Editor of this paper because 
many years since he earned a liveli- 
hood as Deput agent at Hillsboro. 
He aasails the News because he has 
ascertained that a single stockholder 
in this paper (who has no control 
over the columns of the paper) owns 
a single share of stock in the Chat- 
ham Rail Road. One would think 
these were private matters, but if 
they are crimes no one is so capable 
of judging as Mr. Turner. He is, 
as we all know, an ex-Rail Road 
President and owed his elevation to 
that evil eminence to his intrigues 
with Geo. W. Swepson. If to have 
anything to do with railroads isa 
crime “he knows how it is himself.”

These gents have been intimate 
with one another. They have been 
in the habit of combining together 
and picking up and sending ulmost 
everybody and anybody before the | 
grand jury to testify generally if 
they had ever known anybody to do 
anything wrong. Mr. Turner’s ob- 
ject was plain. He wished to make 
& reputation as the honest man of 
the State and the guardian of the 
public morals. It is trne large bills 
of costs were inflicted on Wake 
county ; but what cared Mr. Turner 
for that. Nothing more than he 
did for the bill of costs which was 
incurred in his private quarrel and 
which he left as a legacy for the 
people of Rockingham to pay. As 
to Mr. Solicitor Harris, he has never 
shown any indifference to a possible 
opportunity of raking up a case 
that might produce a fee. 

The terms of this combination 
are best known to the parties them- 
selves. But this we know, that the 
Sentinel spake never unkindly of

dictmen‘s in Halifax county he had 
nothing to say about it. When the 
disclosure was made by a brother 
Republican of Harris the “honestest 
man in the State” raised not his 
voice against the outrage, and du- 
ring the excitement in Raleigh over 
the indictments of the merchants 


The well-kvown kindly feeling which 
had existed between Mr. Turner and 
Tim Lee semed to have descended 
to Lee’s brother-in-law Harris. 

Last July a gentleman of the bar 
of this city wassent at Mr. Turner's 
instance before the grand - jury. 
There was no bill of indictment 
against anybody; no particular 
crime was charged. He declined to 
answer a general inquiry unless 
somebody was charged with eome- 
thing. The grand jary asked in- 
structions of the Court. Zhe Judge 
asked the opinion of the Bar in open 
court. With scarcely an exception 
the whole Bar gave their opinion that 
such proceedings were illegal and 
unprecedented. Mr. Turner, thus 
baulked of his cheap way of making 
a reputation for honesty at the ex- 
pense of the tax-payers of the county 
accused the Bar of little short of 
corruption. On the 10th July, 
1875, in commenting on it he saye, 
“Tne Bar did not behave well. 
The standing of the Court was too 
low to be burt, but the Bar did 
justly suffer in public estimation.” 
The Supreme Court has lately pass- 
ed upon the subject and gives the 
procedure adopted by Mr. Turner 
and his friend Harris this fitting re- 
buke : 

prosecuting officer has no 
right, of his own motion, or upon 
that of an officious, *f not an infer- 
meddling ana malicious prosecutor, 
to send witnesses to the grand jury 
room, merely to be interrogated 
whether there has been any violution 
of the eriminal law, within their 
knowledge ‘the law denounces such 
inquisitorial powers, which may be 
carrred to the extent of penetrating 
every household and exposing the do- 
mestic privacy of every family. The 
repose of xocicty, as well as the nature 
ont free institutions forbids sucha 
dangerous mode of inquisition.” 

If Mr. Turner will acquaint him- 
self with historv he will learn that 
the Bar have ever been the staunch- 
est friends of personal liberty, both 
against tyrants and demagogues 
Neither a tyrant or demagogue has 
ever had any love for the legal pro- 


fession. 


Card From George V. Strong, Esq., 
Member of Legislature 1874-5.

contracved in the ordinance of Mare 
lith, A. D. 1868, that she would 
make this very exchange, and che 
Supreme Court has decided in the 
case of the Raleigh and Augusta Ai- 
Line Railroad Company against Jen- 
kins, to be found in the 68th volume 
ofthe North Carolina Reports at 
page 502, that she is compellable in 

aw to perform this contract, and in 
that case did compel her to perform 
a part thereof. 
he State under the ordinance 
above named held twelve hundred 
thousand dollars of the bonds of the 
Raleigh and Augusta Air Liiue Rail- 
road Company, formerly the Chat- 
ham Railroad, and now holds a large 
pumber of them, as an indemnity 
against a Jike amount of her own 
bonds issued in exchange to the road. 
She proposesto pay on her bonds 
thus exchanged aud those which the 
road now tenders her, 25 cents on 
the dollar, and if the provisions of 
the Act of which you speak te not 
carried out, she will enllect from the 
road 100 cents on the dollar, thus 
taking one dollar for having paid as 
surety 25 cents. 

But apart from the idea of contract, 
the State should not hesitate to do 
what the Act proyides. A, who is 
insolvent, has a claim against B, who 
is solvent, and who bas a claim 
against him of the like amount.—

The Follow nll letter from A. 

Hearne was presented by the com- 


mittee and read before the merchants’ 


meeting Wednesday night: 
RALEIGH, Feb. 29th, 1876. 


To the Indicted Merchants: 
~ In behalf of your movement to re- 
sist the judicial persecution, set on 
foot against you by the Solicitor of 
this District. allow me to suggest a 
contrast, which the manner of co!- 
lecting special taxes under United 
States authority, furuisbes, 

I know it bas veen the fashion to 
characterize the National Govero- 


ment as an engine of refined and 


eomplete oppression. But’ we shail 
find, as we go along, that all power, 
whether local, State or national, is 
oppressive, just so often and iu such 
proportion as the arlministration of 
law 18 committed to uvworthy hands, 
From the Revenue laws of the U nited 
States, compilation of 1873, i make 
following extracts; | 

Act fi dane 30th, 1864, Section 14. 
* * * “And in case of a refusal or 
neglect, except in cases of sickness or 
abseoce, to make @ list or return, or 
to verify the same as aforesaid, he 
shall add fifty per centum to such 
tax; * * * and the amount so 
added to the tax shall, in ali cases, be 
collected by the C.llector at the 
time and in the same manner as the 


tax.’’ 


“Section 73. And be it further en- 


acted, that any person who shall ex- 
ercise or carry on any trade, busiuess, 


or profession, or do any act herein- 
after mentioned, for the exercisiny, 
carrying on, or doing of which a 
special tax is imposed by law, without 
payment thereof, as in that behalf re- 
quired, shall, for every such offense, 
besides being liable for the payment 
of the tax, be subject to a fine or 
penaliy of not less than ten nor more 
thao tive hundred doilars.”’ 

* * * Actof July 14, 1870; ‘‘Sec- 


tion 74. And all such special taxes. 


shall become due on the /irst day of 
May ineach year.” * * * 
“section 32; June 6th, 1872. That 
any person, firm, company or corpo- 
ration who shall exercise or carry on 
the business of 2 manufacturer of to 
bace», snuff or cigars, deaterin manu- 
factured tobacco, dealer in leaf tobac- 
eo, or retail dealer it. leaf tobacco, 
without having paid a specia! tax 
therefor, as provided by law, shall, 


besides being liable for the payment | 


of the tax, on conviction be fined not 
more than five hundred dollars, or 
be imprisoned for a term of not more 
than one year, or both, at the discre- 
tion of the Court.” 

We therefore find: 

1s'. That, for wilful failure to list 
or properly return his business for 
taxa'ion, the United States imposes 
upon the dealer a penalty of fifty per 
cent. added to the amount of the tax 
inv. lved. 

2nd. That ifany dealer io whisky, 
tobacco, &v., shall attempt to exercise 
or carry on his business after April 
30th of any year, without having re. 
newed payment of bis special tax on 
the first day of May, he is liable toa 
fine of five hundred dollars. 

Trt failure to list and pay 
United States special tax before un- 
dertaking to do business in those 
articies taxed by the National Gov- 
ernment, involves heavy fines and 
severe penalties of imprisonment. 

But the Commissioner of Loternal 
Revenue, appreciating the situation 
and facilities of our people, and well 
knowing that all the dealers of the 
district or of a county, even, could

tions to Collectors, to the effect, that 
ail dealers who shall come forward 
and pay their special tax within the 
month of May of the year assessed 
for, shall go free of all pains and pen- 
alties, as if they had paid on the first 
— of the month, a3 prescribed by 
aw. 

Contrast this with the conduct of So- 
licitor Harris, if you please. He has 
as much discretion—che same power 
to grant indulgences under the Rev- 
enue Jaw of the State, as the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has 
under that of the United States. 
rhe object of the law, in either case, 
is the samc to raise reyenues. The 
law being complied witb, is satisfied. 
the object sought is obtained and the 
spirit of a gracious power revclts at 
the idea of pursuing the citizen fer 
mere technical victations of law 
which fixes limitation of time, not, 
to exact penalties on, but rather ona 
starting point for business operations. 

No Legislator. State or Natio: a’, 
ever contemplated, in the wildest

Vist 
and pay their taxes in one day; nor 
ten or even twenty days. Such pro- 
position would be senseless in every 
practicable view of the subject.

The Death in the PuipiteeA Prophecy 

Made a Year Ago Strangely Fulfilled

The Rev. E.C. Longley, whodrop- 
ned dead while preaehing in the pul- 
pit of the Orehard M. EB. Mission 
Chureb at Oakland street and Nas- 
eau avenue, Greenpoint, on Sonday, 
was born in Bingham, Me., in 1813. 
He had lived in Canada before going 
to Greenpoiut. His position in the 
denomipation was that of local 
preacherand Class leader. The mise 
sion is a braneh of the First Metho- 
dist Churchiu Union place. It bad 
ne regular pastor, and the services of 
a loeal preacher were called to econ- 
duct the Sunday services, Mr. Long- 
ley had officiated there for some 
time to the satisfaction of the con- 
gregation. 

Two years ago Peter Longley, 
brother of the deceased preacher, 
died of apoplexy, and a year ago 
Samuel, another bro her, also died 
alter a short tilness, On receiving 
news of the latter’s death the preach- 
er asserted that it would be his turn 
next. vear prophecy that was

_ Mr. Longley entered the pulpit in 
his usu::'! health and after the service 
of prayer aud soug took his text from — 
Isaiah: ‘Behold have given him 
lor a Witness to the people,” and the 
discourse that followed was delivered 
With morethan his usual earnest- 
vess. Warming in his preaching he 
advanced to the frout of the platform 
and raising his right hand solemnly, 
he exciaimed : ‘* You cao have sal va- 
tion where you sit. Salvation—’’ 

At this poiut a pallor spread over 
his ‘ace, e slazgered wildly back- 
ward, stumbled On his seat, aud fell 
heay ty to the floor. Many persons 
hurried to his assistance. He was 
seen to gasp once or twice, and then 
he ceased to breatbe. The most in- 
tence excitement followed. Men, 
women, avd  ebildren crowded 
around the altar, and word was 

uickly passed without that the 
clergyman Was dead. Dr. Sherman 
arrived sbortly after and gave it as 
his opinion, that death was the result 
of heart disease; a complaint that it 
is said, was first brought on by pe- 
cuniary trouble, aad which was after 
ward aggravated by ihe excitement 
of preaching, Others who knew 
him well say that his death was 
bastened by busivess troubles, and 
the inzratitude of an adopted son.
